Iowa, is in town, and is leaking over 
Brainerd with a view of locating here and 
building a grist mill. Mr. S. makes a very 
liberal and good proposition to our citi­ 
zens. 
He has $30,000 which he will invest

The mill is to have a 
capacity of 200 barrels a day, and al­ 
though this does not seem very large to 
some it figures up to 60,000 barrels per 
year, and at a cost of only $6 per barrel, 
makes the total value of the flour produc­ 
ed $360,000. 
Besides this there is tile 
feed, which is as profitable to Hie manu­ 
facturer as flour, and of which, we are in­ 
formed, an average ot three cars a day 
arc shipped here. 
We do not see why it 
is not a paying institution for our citi­ 
zen" to invest in, and if 
avo get this in­ 
dustry started it will bring others. 
Wake 
up and rustle around and in less time than 
it takes to think it over we will have a 
line mill which will be an ornament and 
paving investment to the town and the 
citizens interested.

ago his agent, a man named Blake, 
was shot and killed, about a quar­ 
ter of a mile from this town, when 
he was on Iiis way from home te 
church. 
It is said by competent 
and reliable witnesses that less 
than a year before his demise he 
cruelly evicted a man and family 
from a small farm which had been 
rack rented three times within 15 
years. 
The man was sober and in­ 
dustrious. 
Tin1 rent has always 
been more than the land was worth, 
as subsequent government valua­ 
tion lias shown. 
To pay it was 
always a struggle, and often the 
husband had to go to England in 
the spring and remain away from 
his little family six months in or­ 
der to send enough money to pay 
an exorbitant rent which the land 
could not b>' any means produce. 
When the bad times came and 
crops failed in England as well as 
here the resource of going over to 
work in England six mouths was 
cut off. 
At the time the tenant s 
wife was about to be confined, but 
her condition was no plea to soften 
Blake's heart and they were evict­ 
ed, the house being unroofed to 
prevent their return. 
Before they 
were turned out the woman, about 
to become a mother, went down on 
her knees and cursed Blake and 
prayed God that he might die eat­ 
ing the gravel of the highway, 
where she in her delicate state had 
to go.

The priest, who happened, to be 
near the very spot where Blake was 
shot, told me about the affair, 
bhe 
father had been to a small country 
parish, where he sung mass, and 
was on his return to say high mass 
in this town. 
Blake was always 
under the police, guard.

stabulary accompanied him from 
his home to a bridge one mile from 
here. 
There two Loughrea police 
met him and brought him to town. 
His hour for being on the bridge 
was 12 o’clock noon. 
This fatal 
da}', he was a quarter of an hour 
ahead of time ami the town police 
did not meet him. 
As it was only 
a mile he ventured to come alone. 
On his cars were Jib wife, 50 years 
his junior — he was 72 years old— 
and liis driver. 
When lie came to 
a turn in the road near here, several 
shots were 
fired 
rapidly. 
Two 
struck Blake and one struck and 
killed instantly the driver, who fell 
across the car with his head on 
the young wife's bosom, with his 
brains oozing over. 
The wife was 
wounded slightly in the leg. 
Blake 
fell off the car. 
When the priest 
went up to him, not three minutes 
from the time he was shot and gave 
him conditional 
absolution, the 
man who had evicted the unfortun­ 
ate mother was lying stretched 
across the highway spitting gravel 
from his mouth; and so he died.

The B aptist Bible. 
Tile above is the caption of an article 
which appeared in the recent issue of the 
Brainerd Churchman. 
I confess my sur­ 
prise that so intelligent a person as the 
editor of the Churchman should allow 
sueli an article to appear in his paper, for 
it is in everv respect untrue. 
The Bap­ 
tist- have taken no suefi action as is there 
stated. 
For the information of the pub­ 
lic I will state just what they have done. 
In May last a great convention of Bap­ 
tists was held at Saratoga to consider the 
Bible work of the denomination, and how 
best iu carry it on. 
At that convention 
it was resolved to do the home bible work 
through the Baptist Publication society, 
and the foreign Bible w *rk through the 
Baptist Foreign Mission society. 
l’fic 
version to be circulated was “The. King 
James Version.” 
This is as good a Bap­ 
tist Bible a s the denomination has ever 
asked for. 
In addition to this the society 
was to publish and circulate the New 
Testament as revised by the International 
Revision com m ittee. 
This com mittee as 
every one knows, was composed of men 
from all the leading denominations, and 
is no more a Baptist book than the King 
James version. 
This is just how near 
the Baptists have come to g e t t i n g up a 
Baptist bible. 
It is true that some other 
papers have published a statement similar 
to that of the Churchman. 
But it would 
have been well for the editor to have 
looked up the facts and thus have kept 
liis paper clear of such an error. 
I trust 
that the Churchman will he frank enough 
to make proper correction in the next is­ 
sue. 
it may be said that leading Baptist 
scholars have made a translation of the 
New Testament in which “ baptize'’ is 
translated “ immerse.” 
This is true. But 
it was done by individuals and not by the 
denommntian. 
The correctness of this 
translation lias been admitted by the best 
theological schools. It is used in the class 
room 
o f Methodist, Congregationalist, 
Presbyterian anti oilier theological schools 
It is to be found in the libraries of thou­ 
sands of ministers of all denominations, 
and is generally regarded as the best 
translation ever made. 
But as I said it 
was translated by individuals, and not by 
the 
authority 
of 
the 
denomination. 
Scholars of all denominations have at 
various times made translations of the 
Bible, and their right to do so has never 
been denied. 
It must be remembered 
that the bible is not an English book, but 
a Greek and Hebrew book. 
There is a strange tendency to throw 
stones at the Baptist. 
Last summer a 
lady in Dakota came to me and said, “1 
understand that you are circulating Bap­ 
tist B ibles.” 
I said, “ Y es. 
I am dis­ 
tributing the King James version, and it 
is a first class Baptist Bible. 
It teaches

Iowa, is in town, and is leaking over 
Brainerd with a view of locating here and 
building a grist m ill. Mr. S. makes a very 
liberal and good proposition to our citi­ 
zens.

Besides this there is the 
feed, which is as profitable t o ’ he manu­ 
facturer as flour, and of which, we are in­ 
formed, an average ot three cars a day 
arc shipped here. 
We do not see why it 
is not a paying institution for our citi­ 
zens to invest in, and if we get this in­ 
dustry started it w ill bring others.

up and rustle around and in less time than 
it takes to think it over wc w ill have a 
fine mill which will be an ornament and 
paying investm ent to the town and the 
citizens interested.
